ties, five; Steam Railroading, two; Fire Insurance, three; 
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Landscape Architects, two; Real Estate, three; Public Office, 
four; Patent Attorneys, three; Attorney-at-Law, one; Physi¬ 
cians, four; Pastmaster, one; Industrial Research, two; Super¬ 
intendents of water works, coal or iron mines or smelters, four;

While comparatively few have continued to follow strictly 
the professional course in which they specialized while at the 
Institute, their success in many lines shows that the courses 
taken provided a substantial foundation on which to build, 
fitting the men to successfully undertake work in a great variety 
of fields, and to be of real service in the upbuilding of their 
country.

Much time, however, was required after that 
to put them in shape for the printer, and to arrange for their 
publication.

Under date of Nov. 26, 1898, Besler wrote as follows: 

“On leaving ‘Tech’ I re-entered the service of the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy Railroad as clerk in the General Super¬ 
intendent’s office, and in the course of a year was advanced to 
Chief Clerk, where I remained for another year, and then left 
that office to enter the operating department as night Train 
Master of the Chicago division, remaining in that position three 
years, when I was advanced to Train Master of the I. V. & N. 
branch of the C., B. & Q., which had just been constructed, — 
which position 1 held for three years, and was then advanced 
to my present place as Superintendent of the St. Louis division 
of the C., B. & Q.” 

While holding that position Besler served two terms as 
President of the St. Louis division of the Central Association 
of Railroad Officers, with headquarters in St. Louis, and also 
served one term as President of the St. Louis Railway Club, an 
organization of railroad men and those in the allied interests, 
which is the largest club of its kind in the world. 

Later he served as President of the Central Association of 
Railroad Officers, which is an association comprising lines 
reaching from Pittsburg and Norfolk on the East, to Denver on 
the West. 

Besler has written a number of articles for railroad papers 
and magazines. 

August 1, 1899, lie became Division Superintendent, Phila¬ 
delphia & Reading Railroad, Reading, Penn. September 22, 
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1900, appointed General Superintendent, Philadelphia & Read¬ 
ing* Railroad. March 18, 1902, General Manager, Central Rail¬ 
road of New Jersey, New York City. December 23, 1902, ap¬ 
pointed Vice-President and General Manager, Central Railroad 
Co. of New Jersey. 

During the time that Besler has been with the Philadelphia 
& Reading Railroad and the Central Railroad Co. of New Jer¬ 
sey, he has planned and had charge of the development of very 
large terminals and building propositions, as well as marine 
development, building of craft, etc. 

In 1908, Besler was Vice-President and General Manager 
of the Central Railroad of New Jersey, and a director, Coal & 
Iron National Bank, New York City. Director, Central Rail¬ 
road Co. of New Jersey and subsidiary companies. Director, 
First National Bank of High Bridge, N. J. Governor, Railroad 
Club of New York. Director in numerous commercial and 
business institutions. 

Later he was made President and General Manager of the 
Central Railroad of New Jersey. 

He has lectured at Harvard on some phases of engineering 
in railroad work. 

Besler’s daughter, Helen, who graduated from Wellesley 
in 1913, “went across” as a Young Men's Christian Association 
entertainer, and was with the Fifty-eighth and Seventy-seventh 
Divisions in the battle of the Argonne, and was under fire there 
up to the date of the Armistice. She went with the Fifty-eighth 
Division when it entered Coblenz, and remained in the occupied 
territory with headquarters at Coblenz working out from there 
in all directions among the various posts where our Army was 
stationed. She was nicknamed “Bobby,” and made Honorary 
Colonel of the Fifty-eighth.

On his return he asso¬ 
ciated himself with this firm, of which, in February, ? 99, he be¬ 
came a member.

In 1898, Binney wrote: “Complying with your request for 
personal information, I have to say that I was appointed Assist¬ 
ant Examiner in the United States Patent Office in the Classes 
of Electricity from November, 1887-1890, giving up my degree 
for that purpose. I studied law in Washington at the Colum¬ 
bian Law School and was admitted to the bar of the District of 
Columbia in May, 1890. I immediately resigned from the 
Patent Office and came to New York, receiving the degree of 
LL.B. in 1891 from the University of New York Law School, 
where I have been a practicing lawyer ever since, restricting 
my practice almost exclusively to patents. 

I am a member of the American Institute of Electrical 
Engineers, and also of the Society of Chemical Industries, as 
well as of the Calumet Club.” 


Binney remained in New York. Aside from his profes¬ 
sional work he has been interested in yachting and sailed his 
52-foot schooner, the “Mist,” from New York to Bermuda in the 
ocean race of June, 1907.

Cladin 
was always with us on reunions and class celebrations when 
possible, and his presence at these gatherings will be sorely 
missed. He was born in Providence, April 4, 1866. While in 
Technology, he was Editor-in-Chief of 1888’s “Technique,” and 
later was connected with the Technology Quarterly.

big gun on the Spanish guard ship, killing two men, three 
women and wounding fifteen. 

July 18, took part in the tliree-hour engagement at Man¬ 
zanillo, during which five gunboats, three transports and a 
guard ship were either sunk, burned or run on the beach, total 
wrecks, three hundred Spanish sailors, soldiers and civilians 
killed or severely wounded. 

October 22, received my Honorable Discharge from the 
United States Navy, having served for five months as watch 
officer in command of the forward six-pounder rapid-five guns 
on the torpedo boat destroyer Scorpion, of one thousand tons

the “Maine” Investigating Board, being Captain.

The Boston Herald of March 15, 1924, stated that Crane 
was one of the most prominent men in Berkshire County. He 
was President of Crane & Company, Inc., which included the 
Pioneer Paper Mills and the government mills. He was also 
the head of the Crane Brothers mills in Westfield. Always 
active in town affairs, he held the offices of president of the fire 
district of Dalton and was a member of the finance committee 
of the town. He owned the Flintstone farm, noted for its fruits 
and livestock. 

He was widely known as a scientific farmer. His farm of 
3000 acres is a model of its kind, with complete dairying, 
orchard and other departments, including Guernsey herds 
which had served to make the farm famous in stock circles. 
He made a specialty of the dairy shorthorn stock and also had 
great flocks of poultry and a fine stable of purebred Belgian 
horses. 
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Like his cousin, the late Senator Winthrop Murray Crane, 
he was philanthropic, and in the same quiet way that Senator 
Crane dispensed charity, he had been liberal with his wealth. 
One of his gifts was a $50,000 endowment of the John Todd 
Crane pathological fund at the House of Mercy Hospital in 
Pittsfield, in memory of a son who died. 

He was a director of the Agricultural National Bank of 
Pittsfield, of the Berkshire Life Insurance Company, the Eaton, 
Crane & Pike Company, a trustee of the Berkshire County Sav¬ 
ings Bank, and was a member of the Park Club, and the Country 
Club of Pittsfield. 

He was a son of the late James Brewer Crane. He was 
born in Dalton and had lived there all his life. He left a widow, 
Mrs. Rose Crane, a son, Frederick G. Crane, Jr., a daughter, 
Miss Rosemary Crane, a sister, Mrs. Herbert S. Johnston, of 
Boston, and a half-sister, Mrs. W. L. Paddock of Dalton.

He was a member of the New Hampshire Legislature in

In May, 1887, Dearborn accepted a position as Assistant 
Engineer on the Boston & Maine Railroad, which position he 
filled for four years, and during that time was engaged on 
general ‘maintenance of way’ work. In the summer of 1889 he 
was Resident Engineer during construction of the new Salmon 
Falls steel bridge on the western division of the Boston & Maine 
Railroad, and the next year was located at St. Johnsbury, Ver¬ 
mont, on the Passumsie and St. Johnsbury and Lake Champlain 
divisions. 

After leaving the Boston & Maine, he was located at the 
Chicago office of the Yale & Towne Manufacturing Company, 
in hoisting machinery, in which position he remained for three 
years.

Fukuzawa wrote Merrick ’88, on October 25, 1923, as fol¬ 
lows: “It was very kind of you to write me, inquiring howl 
fared in my encounter with the big earthquake and the accom¬ 
panying fire in Tokyo and vicinities. In reply I am glad to say 
that no one in my family was killed or injured. We are all safe, 
and the house we live in stands intact. The greatest loss that 
befell us was the destruction by fire of the office of the Jiji 
Shimpo Co., of which I am president. However, I am proud to 
make the statement that on the day after the earthquake, the 
“Jiji” was the only paper in Tokyo that issued extras giving full 
accounts of the great disaster. Before closing this letter, I 
must not forget to inform you that the whole nation of Japan 
fully appreciates and feels everlastingly grateful for the splen¬ 
did efforts of the American people to relieve the sufferings of 
our unfortunate residents in the earthquake districts. 

With this I mail you a copy of the “Jiji’s” evening edition 
of October 22, in which you will find a short account of the con¬ 
tributions by Stone & Webster to the relief fund. Please re¬ 
member me to every ’8S boy you may happen to meet.”

Mechanical Engineering as a profession. lie was survived by 
his widow and his daughter. 

In '98, he wrote: “Here are my wanderings, though they 
are not over yet, for I have made up my mind to see the country 
before I settle down. Upon leaving Tech, I was employed as 
Steam Engineer and Master Mechanic of a brickyard backed by 
men who were going to make a fortune from making brick from 
ground slate taken from the immense piles of refuse lying 
around slate quarries. This company was the Lancaster Slate 
Company, of Lancaster, Mass. I served with them six years, 
travelling and investigating the various methods of making 
bricks, and also becoming an expert in every branch of the work. 
During my stay I was advanced to Mechanical Engineer, Super- 
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intendent, and to Treasurer and General Manager. Tlie panic 
of 1893 floored us and stopped our experimenting, and since then 
we have done a general grinding and pulverizing business, using 
our machinery for such work. Upon leaving this company, 1 
opened an office in Lowell, Mass., as a Consulting and Indi¬ 
cating Engineer, and designed and built the Somerville Journal 
Building, of Somerville, Mass., and immediately after this l 
went with the Massachusetts Cotton Mills, of Lowell, Mass., as 
their Mechanical Engineer, to finish up some work which had 
been left by their former draughtsman. I was there twenty 
months, and upon the completion of my work, I went to Boston 
as Engineer of Tests for the Schlicht Combustion Company of 
New England. This company was not a success, and I was next 
employed by the General Electric Company of Lynn, as 
draughtsman. Was with them two weeks, when I received an 
offer to go to the Fulton Bag & Cotton Mills, of Atlanta, Ga., as 
an assistant to the Vice-President, and accepted the same.

In ’98 Nichols wrote: “I left Tech in December, 1887; 
worked in New York City for a time installing steam heating 
apparatus. Made the customary application to Thomson- 
Houston Electric Company in the vicinity of Boston. Nothing 
came of it, so finally became disgusted and went home to Keene, 
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N. H., and into flie grocery business. This, however, soon be¬ 
came irksome, and I was out in the wide world again. One day 
I was advised to try my hand at teaching, so I tried. A letter 
came saying my qualifications were all right, except for teaching 
the subject of printing. Could I teach prnting? I took the 
letter to a friend who was a printer, and asked him if I could. 
He asked me how long before I had to begin. L told him I had 
a week for preparation. “Tell them you can do it," he said. 
Well, 1 did it, and found myself a teacher. I taught woodwork¬ 
ing and printing down in Tennessee for a time. After two years 7 
work I returned north and tried my hand at the “principalship” 
of a High School in Walpole, X. IT., where I taught thirteen 
classes daily, from spelling to Latin.

After leaving the Institute, Roberts entered the Law School 
of Harvard University, graduating there in 1891. July 1, 1891, 
he went into partnership with James H. Lange, and with him 
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began the practice of patent law. The firm of Lange & Roberts 
was practically confined in its practice to the specialties of 
patents, trademarks and copyrights. The members practised 
before the United States Patent Office as solicitors and attor¬ 
neys in interference cases, and before the Court of Appeals of 
the District of Columbia. 

In September, 1898, Mr. Lange died, and Roberts continued 
the business at 95 Milk Street, Boston. 

About this time Roberts gave informal lectures with fourth 
year students at the Institute on the subject of patents and 
patentable inventions. 

Roberts wrote in 1918, in reply to the Secretary’s ques¬ 
tionnaire: “My present occupation is that of lawyer as it has 
been for about twenty-seven years. During the past ten years 
I have been serving my clients as well as I could ; the only books 
I have written have been briefs. I have held no political offices; 
have been and still am director in a few companies engaged in 
manufacturing under patent inventions. I am a member of the 
American Society of [Mechanical Engineers, member of the 
Union Club, Exchange Club, St. Botolph Club, and Harvard 
Club of Boston; Country Club of Brookline; Harvard Club of 
New York City.” 

In 1923, Roberts stated : “My occupation is the same as it 
has been since 1891. After the death of my partner, Mr. Lange, 
I was joined in 1899 by Robert Cushman, a graduate of Brown 
University and Harvard Law School, and lie and I soon after 
formed a law partnership under tin* name of Roberts & Cush¬ 
man. In 1902 we joined our forces with Oliver Mitchell, prac¬ 
tising patent law in Boston, and Mitchell, Cushman and I as 
Roberts & Mitchell, carried on the business in the Delta build¬ 
ing for five years, at the end of which period we dissolved, 
amicably, Cushman and I with Charles D. Woodberry, who had 
joined us meantime, returned to 95 Milk Street, where we 
formed an association—hardly a partnership—with my father, 
George L. Roberts, and an uncle, Reuben L. Roberts, who had 
been practising together since the early 70's. The house name 
then became Roberts, Roberts & Cushman. We remained at 95

A few years ago I “dug out” another “side partner,” Walter 
Gahagan, ’89, now of Brooklyn, N. Y. Walter, also, has made 
good. lie is a very sizable contractor and just as discreet as he 
is able. I had not seen him since I left Boston in my last year 
at M. I. T. Of course he lias changed a little in all those years 
—but not much. 

When you last had an official record of me I was Superin¬ 
tendent of the J. L. Roper Lumber Co. (that must have been in 
the last century!) 
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I was afterwards Vice-President until 1906, when I was 
made President. In 1906 I was instrumental in the formation 
of the Virginia & Carolina Coast R.R. 

The John L. Roper Lumber Co. merged its R.R. (the A. & 
P. R.R.) some years previous to this, with the X. & g. R.R. 

Soon after the formation of the Virginia & Carolina Coast 
R.R., this was merged with the Norfolk & Southern R.R. The 
writer was made a \ ice-President of the X. & S. R.R. and was 
President of the J. L. Roper Lumber Co. 

I continued with the Railroad and Lumber Co. (designed 
and built all its mills as well as operated them) until the sum¬ 
mer of 1910.

My efforts have put “gum” on the 
map and whereas at the time of my experiments you could get 
it for nothing, now it is bringing a “stumpage” price equal to 
that of N. C. pine. 

I created a market for it in “veneers,” and first sought out 
the package trade. 
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The first person to have the nerve to try it out as a package 
was a big baking powder company of New York They were iny 
only customer for a six months 7 period. 

After that I secured others; then Van Camp tried it for his 
condensed milk packages; then others, both here and in Europe. 

We finally worked into the glued-up three-ply business and 
now ibis product is going everywhere and in the best of packages 
and furniture. 

1 found out that it could be, by “magic,” converted into 
ebony or any other wood you desired. 

It has been everything from Spanish cedar to mahogany and 
ebony. Trunks are made of it. 

I still have a certain amount of investment in this business, 
but got out actively in order to have the leisure to do something 
else.”

Stone, the son of Charles II. and Mary Augustus (Green) 
Stone, was born in Newton, Mass., January 10, 18G7. llis early 
education was obtained in the Newton public schools. In 1884 
he entered the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, from 
which he graduated in 1888. During this period the initial class 
in electrical engineering was graduated at this institution, of 
which he was a member, together with Edwin S. Webster, with 
whom he began a life-long intimacy. In 1889 they formed a 
partnership as consulting engineers under the name of the 
Massachusetts Electrical Engineering Company, and a few 
years later under the firm name of Stone & Webster. 

Previous to that Stone had been with the Thomson Electric 
Welding Company, Lynn, Mass., and with the C. & C. Electric 
Company, Boston. 

The electrical industry was then in its infancy. A large 
amount of private capital had already embarked in it, but 
owing to over-confidence, incomplete knowledge of the science 
of electricity, and the unsettlement of the general financial situ¬ 
ation of the country that eventuated in the panic of 1893, many 
of the new public utility companies had proved the reverse of 
successful. A period of reorganization set in, and Stone & 
Webster were selected by owners of many public utility proper¬ 
ties to investigate the causes of this state of affairs and suggest 
remedial measures. The effectiveness with which they performd 
this task is perhaps attested by the fact that in a comparatively 
short time they were asked to assume the actual management 
of electric light and power plants and electric railways in vari¬ 
ous sections of the country, to which have been added gas plants, 
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hydro-electric developments — notably that on the Mississippi 
Kiver at Keokuk — and not a few industrial enterprises, — 
coal mines, chemical works, lumbering etc. Their activities in 
this respect are not confined to this country, but extend to the 
Dominion of Canada on the north and to Cuba and Porto Rico 
on the south, and more recently to South America, European 
and Oriental enterprises. 

As a natural outgrowth of their business, first as consulting 
engineers and then as operators of public utilities, Stone & 
Webster at a comparatively early period embarked upon an en¬ 
gineering and construction business, first in connection with 
the public utilities that had been committed to their charge and 
subsequently, at the request of outside interests. They con¬ 
structed, for example, the series of interurban lines paralleling 
Puget Sound from Tacoma to Bellingham, near the Canadian 
line, as well as that connecting Galveston with Houston, Texas, 
over the Galveston Causeway; among the power stations that 
they have built are those of the Boston Elevated Street Railway 
Company, New Bedford Gas & Edison Light Company, the 
Buffalo General Electric Company, the Mahoning & Shenango 
Railway & Light Company, the White River plant of the Puget 
Sound Traction, Light & Power Company, the Big Creek plant 
of the Pacific Light & Power Corporation, the Mississippi River 
Power Company’s plant at Keokuk, Iowa, and many others. 
They also constructed the entire plant of the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology at Cambridge. 

Work of this character necessitated the creation of a per¬ 
manent engineering and construction organization of great mag¬ 
nitude, from which the nation derived very substantial results 
at a critical period, inasmuch as Stone & Webster were able to 
undertake without delay and prosecute with exceptional rapid¬ 
ity some of the most important tasks occasioned by the Great 
War. They built the cantonment at San Antonio, Texas, en¬ 
larged the Rock Island and Watertown Arsenals, constructed 
the great ordnance base of the American Expeditionary Forces 
in France, and, as agent for the American International Cor¬ 
poration, constructed the gigantic shipyard at Hog Island, 
Pennsylvania, and undertook the building of ships for the 
Emergency Fleet Corporation. 
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At a comparatively early stage in its career the firm of 
Stone & Webster began financing the companies committed to 
its charge, securing capital for their current needs and placing 
with the investment public the securities for the extension of 
their plants. This developed into a general banking business 
with offices in New York, Chicago and other cities, and at the 
present time the organization does a bond and stock business 
dealing in securities of public service companies, bonds of 
municipalities, and, to some extent, in industrial enterprises. 

in 191(5 the American International Corporation was crea¬ 
ted in New York primarily for the purpose of extending the 
influence of American finance and construction in foreign coun¬ 
tries, and C. A. Stone became its President. This organization 
undertook tasks of great magnitude in both hemispheres and 
acquired extensive interests in shipping concerns, notably the 
International Mercantile Marine Company, the largest corpora¬ 
tion of its class in the world. It also acquired control of vari¬ 
ous mercantile companies identified with the export and import 
trade of this country. 

In 1917 it contracted with the Emergency Fleet Corpora¬ 
tion, a subsidiary of the Shipping Board, previously created by 
the Federal Government, to construct a shipyard of fifty ways 
at Hog Island, and to build 120 steamships of about 8,000 tons 
each. The yard itself exceeded the total capacity of all the pre¬ 
war yards, and the vessels were successfully built on an entirely 
new principle, the parts being manufactured on specifications 
in factories situated all over the country, Hog Island acting as 
a huge assembling plant. At this plant were constructed 110 
freight ships of 7,800 tons each for the Emergency Fleet Cor¬ 
poration, and 10 army transports. It is a remarkable fact that 
in the present depressed state of shipping, 102 of these ships are 
engaged in commercial operations. 

In addition to the activities indicated above, Stone has 
played a prominent part in American finance. lie has been a 
director in many of our leading banks and other financial cor¬ 
porations. He served for three years as a director of the Fed¬ 
eral Reserve Bank of New York, and is at present a director 
of the Union Pacific Railroad Company, International Mercan¬ 
tile Marine Company, International Acceptance Bank, Inc., 
American International Corporation, New \ork Shipbuilding 
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Corporation, Heywood Wakefield Company, and a large number 
of public service and industrial companies in which Stone & 
Webster are interested. 

In 1921 the firm of Stone & Webster was incorporated 
under the name of Stone & Webster, Inc., and Stone became 
Chairman of the Board of Directors, and Webster became Presi¬ 
dent, both retaining their interest as before. 

Especially noteworthy are Stone’s activities in connection 
with the Massachusetts Institute of Technology. lie has long 
been a member of the corporation and was for many years a 
member of the Executive Committee. Ilis efforts in connection 
with the transfer of the Institute from Boston to Cambridge, 
the raising of the fund for the present group of buildings on 
Charles River Embankment, and the enhancing of the Insti¬ 
tute's prestige have been indefatigable. 

Ilis interest in country life has always been pronounced 
and he has, in particular, devoted a great deal of effort to im¬ 
proving the breed of horses and cattle. He was one of the first 
to import the Welsh pony into this country. He is also greatly 
interested in yachting and has built two cruising yachts, — the 
first a twin screw fast power boat and the second an oil-burning 
steam yacht.
